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DETAILED ACTION 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-35 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Black, Jr. et al. (5,403,604) in view of Lawhon et al. (4,643,902) and Dechow et al. 
(4,522,836) and Puri (4,439,458). 

The claims are rejected for the reasons of record cited in the last office action. 

Claims 36-40 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
the above combined references as applied to claims 1-35 above, and further in view of 
Norman etal. (4,666,721). 

The claims are rejected for the reasons of record cited in the last office action. 

ARGUMENTS 

Applicants arguments filed 1-21-04 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicants argue as to Lawhon et al. that it discloses temperatures higher 
than those claimed of 40 C. (page 4, 2 nd para.). However, the reference was used to 
show that it is known that high temperatures will volatize aroma and flavor components 
in juices. Certainly, the use of 45 F. is a relatively cool temperature which would reduce 
such vitalization of aroma and flavors. The reference to Lawhon also uses processes 
at 23 C. when using a UF membrane (col. 9, lines 28-39). Since it is recognized that 
lower temperatures inhibit the loss of aroma and flavor characteristics, it would have 
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been obvious to reduce the temperature to whatever degree, to retain these flavor and 
aroma characteristics. 

Applicants argue as to Lawhon et al. that there is no suggestion of adding normal 
acid retentate immediately after deacidification to the reduced-acid RO retentate to 
discourage microbial activity. However, the reference shows combining the reduced 
acid portion with non reduced-acid RO retentate or permeate (col. 6, lines 30-33). No 
delay in combining is disclosed and nothing is seen in the claims or specification to 
define the term "immediately". Even if the reference does not say "immediately" no 
other suggestion is seen as to holding the juice. Indeed, applicants' specification does 
not give any more direction as to immediacy than the reference (page 24 para. 0062). 
Certainly, combining of the more acid juice would serve the function of discouraging 
microbial activity as most microbes do not grow in an acid environment.
